was wilely plared there, partly to ſnew the Fertility off the Countrey, Nature a: 
lone producing Plenty of theſe gay Flowers, and partly as zn Emblem of the 
People, the top whereof having ſome colour of a Flower, but the bulk and ſub. 
ſtance of it, is only ſharp «nd poyſonous Pricks. 

Woods they have none, that ſuits not with the Frugality of the People, wh 
are ſo far from propagating. any, that they deſtroy, thoſe they had upon chi 
politick State Maxim, that Corn will not grow on the Land peſtered with its 
Roots, and their Branches harbour; Birds, Animals above their humble Conver- 
fation, that exceeds not that of hornleis Quadrupedes; marry, perhaps, ſome of 
their Houſes lurk under the ſhelter of a plump of Trees ( the Birds not daring ſq 
high a preſumption) like Hugh Peter's Puſs in her Majeſty, or an Owl, in an 
Ivy-buſh. Some Firr - Woods there are in the High. lands, but ſo inacceſſible, that 
they ſerve ſor no other uſe than Dens for thoſe ravenous Wolves with two 


Hands, that prey upon their Neighbourhood, and ſhelter themſelves under this 


Covert; to whom the ſight of a Stranger is as ſurprizing as that of a Cocka- 
trice. The Vallies for the moſt patt are covered with Beer, or Bigg, and the 
Hills with Snow; and as in the Northern Countries the Bears and Foxes change 
their Coats into the Livery of the Soil, fo here the Moor-Fowl (called Terma- 
gants) turn white, to ſuit the Sample, though the Inhabitants ſtill ſtand to their

Their Rivers, or rather Arms of the Sea are ſhort, few places in Scotland being. 
above a day s Journey from the Sea, but they are broad, deep and dangerous 
peſtered, with multitudes of Porpoſſes or Sharks (ſome of them perhaps amphi-. 
bious too, that live more on Land than Water) which deſtroy their Salmon, the 
great Commodity of this Countrey, which being too good for the Inhabitants, 
are barreled up, and converted. into Merchandize, c. The Banks and Borders; 
of theſe Rivers (eſpecially near their Towns) are adorned with hardy Amazons, 
| though inverted, their Valour being ( chiefly ) fromthe waſte downwards, which 
parts they readily expoſe to all the dangers of a naked rencounter. The exerciſe 

of their Arms, I ſhould ſay Feet, is much about Linnen; Sheets are lufferers, a

The Countrey is full of Lakes and Loughs, and they well ſtockt with Iſlands, 
ſo that a Map thereof, looks like a Pillory-Coat, beſpattered all over with Dirt 
and rotten Eggs, ſome pieces of the Shells floating here and there, repreſenting the 
Their Cattle are only repreſentatives of what are in other Countries, th 
I Epitomized, that it is hard to know what Claſs they relate to. I 
Horſes are hardy, and not without Gall ( as ſome ſay other Horſes are) uſing 
both Tooth and Nail to miſchief you; that they may not uſe. more ſtare tan 
their Maſters, they go bare · ſoot, which preſerves them from the Gout; and if 
Hudibras's Horſe had been of this Race, he had not needed a Corn. cutter: Their 
Furniture or Harneſs is all of the ſame matter, all Wood from Head wb 
Bridle, Saddle, Girths, Stirrups and Crupper, all Wood; nothing but a Vichy 
will bind a Witch, and if theſe be called Witches, I ſhall nor oppoſe. ir, ſince 
by their untoward 'Fricks, one would 7 the Devil to be in them; their Bri- 
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Door, and Neſt upon the Stairs. I have been in an Ifland where it was difficult 


to tread without breaking an Egg; but to move here, and not murder a 17 
is next to an impoſſibility ; the whole Pavement is Pilgrim falve, moſt excellent to 
liquor Shooes withal, and ſoft and eaſie for the bare- ſoot Perambulators. The 
Town is like a double Comb (an Engine not commonly known amongft them) 
one great Street, and each fide ſtockt with narrow Allies, which I miſtook for 
Common ſhores; but the more one ſtirs in a T. — the more it will ſtink. The 
other Cities and Towns are Copies from this Original, and therefore need no 
Commentators to explain them; they have ſeven Colleges ( or rather Schools 3 
in four Univerſities; the Regents wear what colour d Cloaths or Gowns they 
pleaſe, and commonly no Gowns at all, ſo that tis hard to diſtinguiſh'a Scholar 
from an ordinary Man, fince their Learning ſhines not out of their 'Noſes; "rhe 
younger Students wear Scarlet Gowns only in Term time; their 'Refidence is 
commonly in the Town, only at School hours they convene in the College to 
conſult their Oracle Buchanan z their chief Studies are for Pulpit: prefermenr; to 
prate out four or five Glaſſes with as much eaſe as drink them; and this they 
atraifro in theit ſtripling years, commencing Maſters of Arts (that is meant only 
Maſters of this Art) before one would judge them fit for the College; for as 
ſoon as they can walk as far as the School (which they will do very young, 
for like deb ang they run with Shells on their Heads) they are ſent thither, 
where they find no Benches to fir on (only one for the Maſter) but have a 
little Heath and Fadder ſtrewed for them to lie upon, where they litter toge- 
ther, and chew the Cud on their Fathers Horn books, and in good time are pre. 
ferred to the Bible; from this petty School, away with them to the Grammar 

hool, viz, the College, where in three or four years time they attain to 
( their ve pla; 7 the degree of A. M. that is, they can extempore, coin 
Graces and Prayers for all Occaſions; if you crack a Nut, there is a Grace'for 


that, drink a Diſh of Coffee, Ale, or Wine, or what clſe, he preſently"farniſheg - 


ou With a Grace for the nonce; fo if you pare your Nails, go to Stool, or any 
Ns action of like importance, he can as eaſily ſoit you with a PraFyer;'as draw on 
a Glove; and the wonder of all is, that, this Prayer ſhall be ſo admirably framed, 
that ic may indifferently quadrate with any occafion; an excellency no where 
b common as in this Countrey. Thus you ſee the young Man bas commenced 
anc! Hor ſtrength enough to walk to the Kirk and enter the Chair, where we 
ſhall find him anon, aftet we have viewed the out- ſides of their Kirks, ſome of which 
haye been of Antient Foundations, and well and regularly built, but Order and 
Uuiformity is in perfect Antiparhy to the humour” of this Nation, theſe goodly

late erection, that are built in a better form, with good Walks and Gardens 
about them, but their Fruit rarely comes to any perfection. The Houſes of 
the Commonalty are very mean, Mud - wall and Thatch the beſt; but the poorer 


ſort live in ſuch miſerable” Hutts as never Eye beheld, it is no diſſiculty to piſs 


over, them; Men, Women and Children pigg altogether in a poor Mouſe. hole 
of Mud, Heath, and ſuch like matter; in ſome parts where Turf is pentiful, they 
build up little Cabbins thereof, with arched Roots of Turf, without a ſtick of 
Timber in it; when the Houſe is dry enough to burn, it ſerves them ſor Fuel, 
and they remove to another. The Habit of the People is very different, accor- 
ding to the Qualities, or the Places they live in, as Low- land or High land Men. 
The Low- land Gentry go well enough habited, but the poorer ſort go (almoſt) 
naked, only an old Cloak, or a part of their Bed- cloaths thrown over them. 
The Highlanders wear ſlaſhed Doublets, commonly without Breeches, only a 
Plad tied about their Waſts, &c. thrown over one Shoulder, with ſhore Stoc- 
Kings to the Gartering place, their Knees, and part of their Thighs 2 
naked; others have Breeches and Stockings all of a piece, of Plad- Ware, cloſe 
ts their Thighs ; in one fide of their Girdle ſticks a Durk or Skean, about 
a Foot or half a Yard long, very ſharp, and the back of it filed into divers 
notches, whereie they pur Poyſon; on the other fide a brace (at leaſt) of 
braſs Piſtols; nor is this Honour ſufficient, if they can purchaſe more, they muſt 
have a long ſwinging Sword. | 1 2 
The Women are commonly two handed Tools, ſtrong · poſted Timber, they 
diſlike Engliſh- Men, becauſe they have no Legs, or (like themſelves) Poſts to 
walk op ; the meaner go bare- foot and bare - head, with two black Elſlöcks on 
either ſide their Faces 3 ſome of them have ſcarce any Cloaths at all, ſave part 
of their Bed cloaths pinn'd about their Shoulders, and their Children have no. 
thing elſe on them but à little Blanket; thoſe Women that can purchaſe Plads, 
need not beſtow much upon other Cloaths, theſe Coverſluts being ſuſſicient. 
Thoſe of the beſt ſort that are very well habited in their modiſh Silks, yet muſt 
wear a Plad over all for the Credit of their Countrey. ” 
The People are Proud, Arrogant, Vain-glorious Boaſters, Bloody, Barbarous, 
and Inhumane Butchers. Couzenage and Theft is in perfection amongſt them, 
and they are perfect Engliſh-harers, they ſhew their Pride in exalting themſelves 


and depreſſing their Neighbours: . When the Palace at Edenlurglicis finwhed, _ 


ey expect his Majeſty will leave his rotten Houſe at White Hall. and live ſpleD- 
didly amongſt his non Countrey-men the Scots; ſor they ſay that Epgliſh- 
men ate very much beholden co them that we have their King amongſt us. 
The Nobility and Gentry Lord it over their poor Tenants, and hſe them worſe 
than Gally: Slaves; they ate all bound to ſerve them, Men, Women, and Chil-

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the Murder: Every Laird (of note) hath a Gibbet near his Houſe, and has

tyrannical. There are too many Teſtimonies of their Cruelty amongſt them. 
ſelves in their own Chronicles, Forty of their Kings have been barbatoufly Mut- 
dered by them, and half as many more have either made away themſelves for 
feat of their torturing of them, or have died miſerably in eight Impriſon- 
ment. What ſtrange Butcheries have been committed in their Feuds, ſome of 
which are in agitation at this day, vis. Argile with the Mace lans, and Mac- Donne 

about Mala Iſlands, which has coſt already much Blood, and is likel 

will coſt much more before ir be decided z their Spirits are fo mean, that they 
rarely Rob, but take away Life firſt, tying in Ambuſcade, they ſend a brace of 
Bullets on Embaſſy through the Traveller's Body; and to make ſure work, they 
ſheath their Durks in his liveleſs Trunk; perhaps, to take off their fire Edges, as 
new. Knives are ſtuck in a Bag pudding. If an 4 be injured, thoſ. of 
his own Name muſt defend him, and will certainly have ſatisfaction from the 
Offenders : A late inſtance whereof was at Iyverneſs, (a confiderable Town) 
where one of the Macdonnels was ſlain, but ſhortly, the chief of the Name 
came down againſt the Town with 1500 Men of his own Name, and threatned 
to fire the Town, but the Inhabitants compounded with them for 2000 P—Ułͤn 
Their Cruelty deſcends to their Beaſts, it being a Cuſtom in ſome places to 
ſeaſt upon a living Cow they tie in the middle of them, near a great Fire, and 
then cut Collops of this poor living Beaſt, and broil them on the Fire, till they 
have mangled her all to pieces; nay, ſometimes they will only cut off as much as 
will ſatis their preſent Appetites, and let her go till their greedy Se s calls 
for a new ſupply; ſuch horrid Cruelty as can ſcarce be p d in the whole 
World! Thi Theks is lo wall know, that it needs 22 they are forc'd 
to keep Watch over all they have, to ſecure it;; their Cattel are watch'd day 


lands they do it publickly before the face of one Man has two Cows, 
and another wants, he ſhall ſoon ſupply himſelf from his Neighbour, who 
can find no Remedy for it. The Gentry keep an Armory in their own Houſes, 
furniſh'd with ſeveral ſorts of Fire Arms, Pikes and Halberrs, wich which they 
Arm their Followers, to ſecure themſelves from the Rapine of their Neighbours- 
hoed. The Lowland Language may be well enough underſtood by an Engpliſh- 


man, but the Highlanders have a peculiar Lingaa to themſelves, which they 


call Erſt, unknown to moſt of the Lowland Men, except only in thoſe places 
that border on them, where they can ſpeak both: Yet theſe People are fo 
curriſh, that if a Stranger enquire the way in Engliſh, they will certainly anſwer 
in Erſt, and find no other Language than what is fore d from them with a 
Cudgel. If Cornelius Agrippa had travelled Scotland, ſure Cookery had not been 
found in his Vanity of Lede, duch is their ſingular Skill im this Art, that they 
may deſie the World to tival them; King James's Treat for the Devil, that is, a 
Poll of Ling, a Joll of Si n, and a Pigg, with a Pipe of Tobacco for dige- 
ſtion, had been very compleat; if the ordetin * had been to a 
Cuke of this Countrey, who can ſute every Piſh with N , and 
bring Corruption to yout Table, only to mind Men of Mortality: Their Ment 
is Cattion *ris kill'd, but after it hath been a Fortnight perſuming with

Prodigious Stomachs; that like 
the Palon, can feed on their own Excrements, and ſtrain their Meat through their 
Stomachs, to have the pleaſure of deyouring it again! ati 7 
Their Drink is Ale made of Beer-Malt, and Tunned up in a ſmall Veſſel,

The Scorch Gentsy commonly travel from one Friend's Houſe to another, fo 
ſeſqom make uſe of a Change · Houſe; their way is to hire a Horle and a Man 
for two Pence a Mile; they ride on the Horſe thirty or forty. Miles a day, and 
the Man who is bis Guide, ſoots it beſide him, and carries his Luggage to boot. 
The beſt fort keep only a Horſe or two for themſęlves and their beſt Friend, all 
the ceſt of the Train ſoot it beſide them. The Commonalty are ſo uſed. to worſhip

that a Glaſs of White-Wine, then a Rummer of Claret, and ſometimes aſter that 
a Glaſs of Sherry Sack, and then begin the round with Ale again, and-ply you 
briskly, for it's their way of ſhewing your Welcome by making you Drunk; 
if you have longer time to ſtay, you ſtick cloſe ro Clarer, till Bacchus wins the 
Field, and leaves rhe conquer'd Victims groveling on the place where they re- 
ceived their overthrow ; at your departure you muſt drink a 'Dongha Doras, in 
Engliſh a Stirrup Cup, and have the ſatisfaction to have my Lord's Bag - pipe 
with his loud Pipes, with his Lordſhip's Coat Armor on a Flag) ſtrut about 


you, and enchant you with a Loth to depart. 


Their Money is commonly Dollars, or Mark pieces, coined at Edenbrough, 
bur their way of Reckoning is ſurpriſing to a Stranger; to receive a Bill of 
a Hundred Pound in one of their Change-Houſes, when one would not ſuppoſe 
they had any of the value of a Hundred Pence; they call a Peny a Shilling, 
and every Twenty Shillings, viz. Twenty Pence, a Pound; ſo the proportion of 
their Pound to ours, is Twelve to One. Strangers are ſure to be groſly impoſed 
upon in all their Change Houſes, and there is no redreſs for it: If an Engliſh- 
man ſhould complain to their Magiſtrates, they would all take a part againſt _ 
him, and make ſure to, ſqueeze him. = 

The Concluſion of the Abridgment of che Scorch Chronicle, is the rare and 
wonderful things of that Countrey ; as in Orkney, their Ews bring forth two 
Lambs apiece; that in the Northermoſt of Shetland Iſlands, about the Summer 
Solſtice, there is no Night; that in the Park of Cumbernaule, are white Kine and 
Oxen; that at S/anes there is a putrifying Water in a Cove; that at Aberdeen 
is a Vitriolin Well, that they ſay is excellent to diſſolve the Stone, and expel 
Sand from the Reins and Bladder, and good for the Colick, being drunk in 
July, &c. Theſe prodigious Wonders in dne Countrey are admirable, but theſe 


are not half of them. Lowghneſs never freezes ; in Lough Lommond are Fiſhes 


without Fins: And 2dly. The Waters thereof rage in great Waves without 
Wind in calm Weather: And zdly. and laſtly, Therein is a floating Iſland : 
In Hie is a deaf Rock twelve Foot every way, yet a Gun diſcharged on one 
fide of it, ſhall not be heard to the other. In another place is a-Rocking- 
ſtone. of a reaſonable bigneſs, rhat if a Man puſh it with his finger, ic will 
move very lightly, but if he addreſs his whole Force, it availeth nothing; with 
many more marvels of like nature, which I would rather believe than go thi- 


ther to diſprove. To conclude the whole bulk and ſelvege of this Countrey, 


is all Wonder too great for me to unriddle, there I ſhall leave it as I found it, 
with its agreeable Inhabitants in |
